‘Registry of Motor Vehicles 
booklet so that all who drive 
may refresh their memory 
‘on this important law. 

Q: What 1s required of 
an operator when approach- 
ing and passing a schoo] bus 
which has stopped to allow 
passengers to alight from 
pr board the same? 


A: When approaching a 
school bus which displays 
front and rear blinking 


lights and which has stopped 
to take on or discharge pass- 
engers, the law requires 
every operator of a motor 
vehicle to stop immediately 
before passing, no matter in 
which direction he is moy- 
ing. Having stopped, the op- 
erator May then proceed to 
pass at not more than 10 
miles per hour if he can do 
so safely. This procedure to 
is not required if he ap- 
proaches the bus from the 
opposite direction on the 
other side of a divided high- 
‘way unless the bus carries 
a school bus sign, and blink- 
‘ing lights,

He pointed out 
that under the present sys- 
tem a state employee retir- 
ing for disability may draw 
a pension equal to two-thirds 
of his salary at the time of 
his retirement. At the same 
he may earn any a- 
mount of additional inco! 
Meanwhile, his pension 
come is tax free. This bonan- 
za is now encouraging many 
persons to retire on disabil- | 
ity pensions after relatively | 
short service rather than 
putting in full time and then 
going out superannuation. In 
some circles, it is reported, 
that employees who stay at 
their jobs as long as physi- 
cally possible and then ac- 
cept the standard pension of- 
fered by the state are re- 
garded by their association 
as “suckers,” 

“The gravy train is cost- 
ing Massachusetts taxpayers 
more than six million dollars 
annually. Comparative _fig- 
ures with retirement in N.Y, 
City Police force from 1953 
to 1955 averaged 13% on dis- 
ability. In Boston, Policemen 
retired on disabilty pensions| 
averaged 96%." 

“The startling difference 
between Boston and New 
York City police retirements 
on disability pensions de- 
mands correction, Other flag- 
rant abuses of the disability 
pension include the judge 
who was ‘too deaf” to con- 
tinue on the bench, He was 
retired on a pension of $120 
& week. Overnight he be- 
came a prosperous trial law- 
yer."

He later 
went to work as a painter at 
the Charlestown Navy Yard 
climbing all sorts of scaf- 
folding.

$100 a week by building a 
lucrative law practice. 
Even members of the State 
Legislature are on the gravy 
train. A few members are 
collecting disability pensions 
in addition to their salaries 
legislators. 
“Everybody agrees that 
something hag to be done a- 
bout this “horrible mess’ be- 
fore our pension system is 
threatened by greedy termi- 
tes who flagrantly abuse the 
practice with little or no re- 
gard for the consequences. 
The spiralling cost of this 
present system seriously af- 
fects the status of every ho- 
nest employee. How long will 
the public stand for this mil- 
lion dollar butchering? The 
voice of the people shall be 
heard before December 1, 
1957, the deadline for 100,000 
signatures needed to place 
the Graham Bill on referen- 
dum at the 1986 elections,” 
Nell Rice Ayer said. 
Because abuses of the dis- 
ability pension system have 
been permitted to mush- 
room unhampered by organ- 
izations and legislators who 
feared pressure groups it 
now requires the signature 
of 100,000 citizens to correct 
this disgraceful condition.
